Probability Tt 
Cuba's Captain 


General Will be Recalled. 


MADRID, Dee. 16.—According to surface 


indications, Captain General Weyler will 
soon be relieved of his command in Cabs. 
The discontent with Weyler is noticeable 
even in the government organs. They say 
that instead of going to Havana to receive 
an unmerited ovation he ought to have 
continued the military operations in the 
province of Pinar del Bio. 


A bad impression has also been created 


here by the dispatches of the Spanish cor- 
respondents at Havana announcing that 
General Weyler has suppresed all dis- 
patches referring to the ovations in Spain 
in honor of Major Cirujeda. It is supposed 
that the captain general's action was due 
to jealousy, and it is currently reported 
that the government is disposed to replace 
Weyler by General Marin, now governor 
of Porto Rico. 


General Marin has seen considerable 


military service in the cause of Spain, 
having participated in the last Cuban 
war. At that time he had for adversaries 
on the insurgent side some of the men 
who figure prominently in that service to- 
day. General Marin "went to Cuba per- 
manently- with Martinez Campos when 
the latter was appointed captain general 
of the island. He acted as captain general 
when Campos was in the field against the 
insurgents, and when Campos was re- 
called, Marin took his place during the 
interregnum between the departure of 
Campos and the arrival of Weyler. Gen- 
eral Marin is about 60 years of age.

KJOJSTMENTS FOB CUBA. 


American Sympathizers tay Themselves 


Liable to Severe Penalties. 


WASHI&GTOX, Dec. 16.—The attention of 


officials here has been attracted by the 
stories coming from all portions of the 
country Indicating that enlistments are 
going on of parties of men to go to Cuba 
to join the insurgents in their struggle 
against the Spaniards. These enlistments 
are in direct violation of the neutrality 
laws, and are prohibited under severe pen- 
alties. For Accepting a* -commission to 
serve against Spain, a country with which 
<^^^fcSt»tes is now at peace, the pen- 
alty prescribed is $2,000 fine and three 
years' imprisonment, while for enlistment 
to serve against Spain, or hiring any 
one to enlis|; the penalty is almost as 
heavy, being a ninTiTniim of $1,000 fine 
and three years' imprisonment. 


If the movements continue on a large 


scale, as reported, it is probable that the 
department of justice will send instruc- 
tions of a special character to all of its 
agents calling their attention to the proc- 
lamation issued by the president last 
spring, and enjoining upon them, a strict 
enforcement of the neutrality laws. The 
government doubtless will be obliged to 
do this in order to manifest its purpose to 
meet the requirements of international 
law, just as it has warned the shipping in- 
terests against taking part in filibustering 
movements. 


In all sections of the country last night 


enthusiastic meetings were held, at which 
resolutions strongly urging action by this 
country in the interest of Cuba were passed.

FOOLING UKCLK SAX. 


Aaother Cuban Expedition Elude* the 


Government Ciulsen. 


• KEY WEST, Fla., Dec. 15.—The cruisers 
Newark and Raleigh received telegraphic 
instructions at noon yesterday, and at once 
'put to sea to capture the steamer Three 
Friends, which left Fernandlna at an 
early hour in the morning with a cargo of 
arms and ammunition, besides about fifty 
Cubans, to be landed in Cuba. Instruc- 
tions were also received for the revenue 
cotter McLain at Miami, and the Wlnona 
and Forward, at Key West, to intercept' 
the Three Friends if possible. 


Every effort will thus be made to catch 


the filibuster, which succeeded in getting 
away with its cargo despite the vigilance 
of the government officers and Spanish 
spies. This was done by using the Com- 
modore as a decoy, the Cubans announc- 
ing that all of the preparations being made 
were to send the Commodore, with acargo 
of arms aod ammunition, to Cuba. The 
Commodore lay at its wharf yesterday and 
no attempt was made to clear from the 
customhouse.

SAILORS SAVED FROM DEATH. 


Thrilling- Beccue of the Crew of the 


Schooner Grace K. Green. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The three-masted 


schooner Grace K Green, 386 tons, from 
Philadelphia for New Haven with a cargo 
of coal, is a derelict, or at the bottom ol 
the sea. Her crew abondoned her yester- 
day afternoon between Long Branch and 


j the Highlands and were brought to New 
v York last night by the Old Dominion 


steamer Yorktown. Captain Charles W. 
Frizelle of the schooner •said that at 
o'clock yesterday morning the jib sails 
were carried away, and soon afterward 
the schooner sprang aleak. The waves 
swept her fore and aft, and she pitched 
and rolled dreadfully. 
At 2 p. m. the 


Yorktown was sighted and the Green ran 
up the stars and stripes, union down. 


The Yorktown came alongside to give 


the schooner a hawser, but the sea bumped 
the two vessels together, and the Green 
lost her bowsprit, head gear and anchor. 
As the vessels came together four of the 
schooner's crew jumped to the Yorktown's 
deck, and one of them, Peter C. Isaacson, 
broke his leg. When the vessels cleared 
after the Collision, the rest of the crew 
took to a small boat and were picked up 
by the Yorktown. When they left the 
Green she had standing her foresail, dou- 
ble reefed mainsail and spanker. The 
helm was not lashed, and she was full of 
water. The men saved, nothing :but their 
clothes.

A Wllketbarre Tragedy. 


WHKESBABBE, Pa., Dec. 16.—A tragedy

tary Francis will not be confirmed until 
after the senatorial election in Missouri. 
It is understood that Senator Vest, a mem- 
ber of the finance committee, suggested 
that the nomination go over until after 
the holidays. The opposition, if such it 
can be termed, can be traced to the recent 
election, in which Secretary Francis sup- 
ported the gold Democratic candidates.

Probability TÉat Cuba’s Captain 
I 
General Will be Recalled, 


Madiud, Dcc. 16.—According to surface 
Indications, Captain General Weyler will 
noon betelioved of his command in Cuba. 
The discontent with Weyler is noticeable 
even in the government organs. They say 
(hat instead of going to Havana to receivo 
an unm erited ovation he ought to have 
continued the m ilitary operations in the 
province of* Pinar dol Kio. 


A bad impression has also been creatod 
here by the dispatches of the Spanish cor­ 
respondents at Havana announcing th at 
General Weyler has suppresed all dis­ 
patches referring to the ovations In Spain 
in honor of Major Cirujeda. I t it supposed 
that the captain generara action was duo 
to joalousy, and it is currently reported 
that tho government is disposed to replace 
W eyler by General Marin, now governor 
of Porto Rico. 


General Marin has seen considerable 
m ilitary service in the cause of Spain, 
having participated in tho last Cuban 
war. A t that tim e he had for adversaries 
on the insurgent side some of tho men 
who figure prominently in that service to­ 
day. General Marin went to Cuba per­ 
m anently with Martinez Campos when 
the latter was appointed captain general 
of tho island* He acted as captain general 
when Campos was in the Held against the 
insurgents, and when Campos was re­ 
called, Marin took his place during the 
interregnum between tho departure of 
Campos and the arrival of Weyler. 
Gen­ 
eral Marin is about 50 years of age. 


KNXISTMLKNTS FOR CUBA* 


Am erican Sym pathizers Lay Them selv«« 
Liable to Sovero Penalties. 


W ashington, Dec. 16.—The attention of 
officials here has been attracted by tho 
stories coming from all portions of tho 
country indicating that enlistm ents are 
going on of parties of men to go to Cuba 
to join tho insurgents in their struggle 
against tho Spaniards. These enlistm ents 
are in dircct violation of tho neutrality 
laws, and aro prohibited under severe pen­ 
alties. 
For Accepting a commission to 
serve against Spain, a country w ith which 
^ tatos is now at peace, the pen­ 
alty prescribed is $S,000 line and three 
years* imprisonment, While for enlistm ent 
to serve against Spain, or hiring any 
one to enlis^, the penalty is alm ost as 
heavy, being a m axim um of $1,000 üne 
and three years* imprisonment. 


If the movements continue on a large 
scale, as reported, it is probable th at the 
departm ent of justice will send instruc­ 
tions of a special character to all of its 
agents calling their attention to the proc­ 
lamation issued by the 
presidont last 
spring, and enjoining upon them a strict 
enforcement of tho neutrality laws. 
Tho 
government doubtless will be obliged to 
do this in order to m anifest its purpose to 
meet tho requirem ents of international 
law, just as it has warned the shipping in­ 
terests against taking part in filibustering 
movements. 


In all seccions of tho country last night 
enthusiastic meetings wore held, at which 
resolutions strongly urging action by this 
country in tho interest of Cuba were passed. 


Tho following dispatch from the Span­ 
ish m inister of foreign affairs in regard to 
the death of Goneral Maceo is maüo pub­ 
lic by M inister Do Lome: “Maceo’s death 
took place ip loyal fight at P unta Brava, 
and was caused by o ur soldiers’ bullets. 
This is proved by the letter w ritten by 
the son of Gomez, in which ho states th at 
ho killed himself in order not to loavo tho 
body of his general. 
Tho handw riting of 
the letter has been verified and also every 
detail of the fight.” 


FOOLING UNCLE SAM. 


A nother Cuban Expedition Eludes tho 
Governm ent Ciulsers. 


l K ky W est, Fla., Deo. 15.—The oruisers 
Newark and Raleigh received telegraphic 
instructions at noon yesterday, and at once 
^ p u tto s c a to capture the steamer Three 
Friends, which left Fornandina at an 
early hour in the m orning with a cargo of 
arm s and am m unition, besides about fifty 
Cubans, to be landed in Cuba. 
Instruc­ 
tions were al*o received for the revenue 
cutter McLain at Miami, and the W inona 
and Forward, at Key West, to intercept * 
the Throe Friends if possible. 


Every eilort will thus bo made to catch 
the filibuster, which succeeded in getting 
away with its cargo despite tho vigilance 
of the government ofiicers and Spanish 
spies.

SAILORS SAVED FROM DEATH. 


T hrilling Redone o f the Crew of the 


Sohooner Grace K. Green. 


New Y o r k , Deo. 10.—The three-masted 
•chooner Grace K. Green, 385 tons, from 
Philadelphia for Now Haven with a cargo 
of coal, is a derelict, or at tho bottom of 
the sea. Her crow abondoned her yester­ 
day afternoon between Long Branch and 
the Highlands and were brought to New 
York last night by tho Old Dominion 
steamor York town. 
Captain Charles W. 
Frizelle of the schooner said that a t 4 
o’clock yesterday m orning tho jib »ails 
wore carried away, and soon afterw ard 
the schooner sprang aleak. 
The waves 
swept her fore and aft, and she pitched 
and rolled dreadfully. 
A t 2 p. m. the 
Yorktown was sighted and the Green ran 
up the stars and stripes, union down. 


Tho Yorktown came alongside to give 
the schooner a hawser, but tho sea bumped 
the two vessels together, and the Green 
lost her bowsprit, head gear and anchor. 
As the vessels oame together four of the 
schooner’s crow jumped to the York town’s 
deck, and one of them, Poter C. Isaacson, 
broke his leg. W hen the vessels cleared 
after the collision, the rest of the crew 
took to a small boat and were picked up 
by the Yorktown. W hen they left the 
Green she had standing her foresail, dou­ 
ble reefed mainsail and spanker. The 
helm was not lashed, and she was full of 
water. The m en saved, nothing but their 
clothes.

A W llkesbarre Tragedy. 


WiiiKESBAURE, Pa., Dec. 16.—A tragody 
occurred in this city yesterday which is 
wrapped in more or less mystery.

NO. 69. 


IN REGARD TO CLEARING THE PAYMENTS 


OF SNOW, ICE, XTC. 


SECTION 1.—Be it ordained by the Burgess and 
Town Council of the Borough of McShorrys- 
town and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
.the same, That it shall be the duty of every 
person, incorporate or public institution using 
or in any manner occupying or aging any house, 
store, shops, factory, stable or tenement, and 
of persons having charge of churches and public 
buildings of every description within the limits 
ot this Borough, or of owners of unoccupied 
booses or vacant lots situate on any streets bar- 
ing pavements or footwalks, to remove or cause 
to oe removed from the foot pavements in front 
of their respective premises any snow, hail, sleet 
or ice within five working hours after the same 
may have ceased to fall or be formed thereon 
unless the same be so congealed that it cannot 
be removed without injury to the pavement; 
and also open and clear the gutters in front of 
their respective properties of snow, ice or slush 
at the same time; Provided, That if the five 
hoars herein allowed shall not have expired at 
six o'clock, F. M., it shall be the duty of the 
persons aforesaid to remove the snow, hail, iee 
or sleet as aforesaid before ten o'clock the next 
day. And upon failnn of any one to comply 
with the provisions <-f this ordinance he or she 
shall be liable to a fine of Three Dollars and the 
costs of removing the same, to be collected as all 
like sums are now by law recoverable.

of their respective premises any snow, hail, sleet 
or ice witbin five working hours after thosamo 
may have ceased to fall or be formed thereon 
unless thosamebeso congealed that it cannot 
bo removed without injury to the pavement;

MADKID, DCC. 16.—According to surfftco 
Indications, Captain Qonoral SVeyler -will 
noon be toIiovGd of his command in Cuba. 
The discontont with Woyler Is notlcoablo 
even In the government orpcans. ïhoy say 
that instead of going to Havana to reçoive 
aa unmerited ovation he ought to have 
continued tho military operations in the 
province o^ Pinar del Rio. 


A bati impression has also been created 
here by tho dispatches of the Spanish cor- 
respondents at Havana announcing that 
Oeuoral Weyler has suppresed all dis- 
patches referring to the ovations in Spain 
in honor of Major Girujeda. It is supposed 
that the captain generara action was duo 
to jealousy, and it is currently reported 
that the government is disposed to replace 
Weyler by General Marin, now governor 
of Porto Bico. 


General Marin has seen considerable 
military service In the cause of Spain, 
having participated in tho last Cuban 
war. At that time he had for adversaries 
on the insurgent side some of tho men 
who figure prominently in that service to- 
day. General Marin went to Cuba per- 
manently with Martinez Campos when 
the latter was appointed captain general 
of the island» Ho acted as captain general 
when Cami)Os was in the Held against tho 
insurgents, and when Campos was re- 
called, Marin took his place during the 
interregnum between the departure of 
Campo» and the arrival of Woyler, Gen- 
eral Marin is about 50 years of age.

WASHISTGTON, Dec. 16.—The attention of 
officials here has been attracted by tho 
stories coming from all portions of tho 
country indicating that enlistments are 
going on of parties of men to go to Cuba 
to join tho insurgents in their struggle 
against tho tSpaniards.

For Accepting a commission to 
Borve Against Spain, a country with which 
ttic -l?^'.^ ^tatos is- now ati)oaco, the pen- 
alty prescribed is 12.000 line and three 
years' iniprisonment, While for enlistment 
to servo against .Sp.-vln, or hiring any 
one to enlls^i the penalty is almost as 
heavy, being a maximum of ?1,000 lino 
and three years' imprisonment. 


If tho movements continue on a largo 
scale, as reported, it is probable that the 
department of justice will send instruc- 
tions of a special character to all of its 
agents calling their attention to the proc- 
lamation issued by the president last 
spring, and enjoining upon them a strict 
enforcement of the neutrality laws. 
The 
government doubtless will be obliged to 
do this in order to manifest its purpose to 
meet tho requirements of international 
law, just as it has warned tho shipping in- 
terests against taking part in filibustering 
movements.

N B W YORK, Deo. 10.—The throe-mastod 
ichooner Grace K. Green, 385 tons, from 
Philadelphia for Now Haven with a cargo 
of coal, is a derelict, or at tho bottom of 
tho 00a.

The Yorktown came alongside to give 
tho schooner a hawser, but the sea bumped 
the two vessels together, and the Green 
lost her bowsprit, head gear and anchor. 
As the vessels came together four of the 
Bohooner*8 crew jumped to the Yorktown'B 
deck, and one of them, Peter O. Isaacson, 
broke his leg. When the vessels cleared 
after the collision, the rest of the crew 
took to a small boat and were picked up 
by the Yorktown. When they left the 
Green she had standing her foresail, dou- 
ble reefed mainsail and spanker. The 
helm was not lashed, and she was full of 
water. The men saved. nothln¡| but their 
clothes«

OUIiTUEB OF GINSENG. 


Ginseng has not been successfully 
grown under ordinary cultivation. 
It 
is of so wild a nature that when re- 
moved from the natural beds in the 
woods it refuses to grow, just as some 
wild animals refuse to eat in confine- 
ment, and starve. 
It may, however, 
be propagated by culture in woodland 
of the right kind, that is, with a moist 
soil, shaded by a northern exposure, 
and having a good depth of black veg- 
etable soil. 
It grows from cuttings of 
the roots with ease, but so far the 
sowing of the seed has not been found 
successful. 
It may be, however, that 
by choosing the right soil and locality, 
the seed will grow.—New York Times. 


THE COIiT'S TEETH. 


In the colt the incisor and the firsi 
three molars on each jaw are always 
temporary and replaced by permanent 
teeth sometime during the animal's 
life. 
The last three molars are always 
permanent and are never replaced. 
The teeth make their appearance as 
follows: The two middle incisors and 
the first three molars make their ap- 
pearance before or some days after 
birth, the first laterals four or six 
weeks after birth, second laterals, or 
corner teeth, six or nine months after 
birth, the fourth molar (first perma- 
nent ones) is cut at from ten to twelve 
months of age. 


At two and one-half years the mid- 
dle incisors and the first and second 
molars are replaced. At the same time 
the fifth molar is cut. 
At three and 
one-half the first lateral incisors and 
the third molar are replaced. At four 
and one-half the corner teeth are re- 
placed, and the sixth molar is out. 
In 
case of a male the canine teeth are 
also replaced at four and one-half.— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


Ho;rs UutJer .ttlluary lirill. 


Major Carpenter, a veteran 
who 
conducts a farm near Stockbridge, 
Mich., gave an exhibition yesterday 
which proves that ordinary hogs may 
be educated to a high degree. 
The 
Major has introduced military discip- 
line among his porkers to such an ex- 
tent that they go through tho evolu- 
tions with almost human 
precision. 
The exhibition yesterday was given 
by Major Carpenter for the benefit of 
a few former army comrades,who pro- 
nounced it wonderful. 
Eight of the 
animals formed in line at the Major's 
command, and stood like so many 
statues. 
In front of them, about two 
rods, was a trough into which a farm 
hand then dumped five or six pails of 
mixed feed. 
The hogs took great in- 
terest in the operation, and their lit- 
tle eyes twinkled in anticipation, but 
not a hog of them stirred until the 
Major cried out: "Forward! March!" 
When they were three feet from the 
tiough he commanded "Halt!" and 
all stood still, though it was evident 
they were laboring under great ex- 
citement. 
Finanally 
he 
shouted 
"Charge!" and ei^^ht porcine noses 
went into the trough at the same in- 
stant. 
When the meal was over the 
animals re-formed in line, marched 
fciolemnly to their pen and WQre dis- 
banded by a wave of the Major's hand,

PBOFIT IN BREEDING SOWS. 


After every large corn crop there is 
always a brisk demand for young j^igs 
the follov/ing spring. 
Farmers who 
have witnessed many such times in 
their lives always calculate to save a 
goodly number of breeding sows to be 
mated early in December, and farrow 
the last of March or first of April. The 
period of gestation in a sow is about 
sixteen weeks, though it sometimes 
overruns that two "or three days. 
Whether pork is cheap or dear, breed- 
ing sows will always be a source of 
profit when their pigs are sold while 
still small. The most rapid growth of 
the pig, and that which costs the 
least, is made before it is 100 pounds 
weight. 
Such pigs will also sell for 
more per pound than those that are 
larger. It is not uncommon when pigs 
are dear for purchasers to pay very 
nearly as much for the growing pig as 
it will sell for when fattened. The sow 
th^t is bearing pigs will also sell for 
much more than her value for pork. 
The largo, coarse sows are best for 
breeding, but they should be mated 
with a small and fine boned boar. By 
thus breeding the pigs will be kept 
easily, and grow to a larger size than 
pigs that are pure bred on both sides. 
—Boston Cultivator.

by disease among fowls, warrant a 
continuance of this work. The present 
bulletin (No, 8 of tho bureau) confirms 
what has previously appeared in our J 
columns 
coucerning 
an. • infectious 
bowel disease among turkeys. ' Ng 
effective remedy has yet been found, 
though disinfection is urged of all 
quarters where any diseased birds 
have been kept. 
The best solution is 
one ounce of corrosive sublimate in 
eight gallons of water, applied with a 
broom or mop, after standing twenty- 
four hours. 
It is very poisonous, and 
loses its virtue in proportion to the 
amount of dirt present, hence the 
house, 
woodwork, etc.^ should be 
cleaned before applying the disinfect- 
ant, and the manure covered with 
hme. 
The report contains an inter- 
esting paper on three outbreaks of 
fowl cholera and % hog-cholera-like 
disease in pigeons. 


The most important feature is the 
report on diphtheria in fowls. 
Dr. 
Moore holds that the so-called fowl 
roup, 
influenza, 
and 
sometimes 
cholera, are one and the same« 
In 
the early stages of this disease, the 
exudations are frequently of a serous 
or mucous character, and often fowls 
die before the diphtheritic condition 
appears. 
The disease usually runs a 
slow, chronic course, from which the 
majority of afflicted fowls recover, 
although it may run a rapid, fatal 
course. 
Treatment consists largely in 
disinfecting the i^remises, letting in 
sunlight, and giving the fowls plenty 
of exercise, pure drinking water, dry 
quarters and a good food; also in re- 
moving the muOB in advanced stages. 
This trouble can pro.bably be pre- 
vented 
entirely by such 
sapitary 
methods, if precautions are taken not 
to introduce the disease by buying 
affected fowls. 
The diphtheria germ 
in fowls is in no way like that in man, 
out it is claimed to be possible for 
diphtheritic fowls to transmit the dis- 
ease to children, and vice versa. This 
disease is not to be confounded with 
true fowl cholera.—American Agricul- 
turist.

A OASB OF MIIiK FEVER, 


The symptoms of milk fever are as 
follows : The 
animal suddenly be- 
comes unable to stand, and lies in 
great pain, moaning; in a short time 
the pain increases until the animal 
becomes frantic, dashing the head 
from side to side, sometimes breaking 
the horns, and bruising the face ser- 
iously. 
Then stupor occurs, and the 
animal lies with the head on the fiank, 
tho neck being stilT and rigid. 
It oc- 
curs about the second day after calv- 
ing, and comes on 'suddenly, without 
any warning. 
If the third day after 
calving passes without an attack the 
cow will escape or recover, but death 
usually occurs tho third day after the 
attack. 
The treatment is to apply 
pounded ice in bags to thè head and 
neck, to place plenty of soft straw 
about the animal, especially about the 
head; to give a powerful purgative, 
as two pounds of Epsom baits, with 
half an ounce of carbonate of ammonia, 
and the same of nux vomica. 
The 
body should be covered with sheets 
soaked and kept wet with cold water, 
the water being permitted to run 
under the body. 
When there is no 
frenzy, the ice to the head is not 
needed. As soon as the bowels operate 
freely danger is passed. 
This disease 
is most frequent with cows either in 
poor or too high condition, and per- 
fect quietness and very light feeding 
for a few days before the calving will 
generally prevent it. 
For this reason 
it is advisable for every dairy to havo 
a retired, half dark, quiet place in 
which to keep the cows for a few days 
before and three days after calving. 
With moderate feeding before this oc- 
currence, and this quietness, this dis- 
ease very rarely hajjpene.—New York 
Times. 


A NEW rJ3ED PJCiANT. 


One of the new plants about which 
there has been considerable inquiry of 
late is cassava, a plant which grows 
chiqtiy in the West Indies and Africa, 
The plant closely resembles the cas- 
tor bean; the leaf is like that of the 
bean, but not so large. 
The seeds 
form a smooth pod, and, when ripe, 
resemble the castor bean seed, though 
hardly so large nor dark. 
They ripen 
in about eleven months. 


The stalk will stand thirty-two de- 
grees of cold, and where the mercury 
does not fall lower than this will live 
and grow for years. 
If the soil is rich, 
and it has sufficient distance, it will 
grow almost to a tree in one year. 


The Southern Cultivator gives the 
following description of the plant: 


A cultivated field of this queer shrub 
looks like a nursery of young peach 
trees. 
The' plant grows about five 
feet high, the stem of each being iso- 
lated, with a few long, pointed leaves 
at the top, and a bud or projecting 
nucleus of a sprout at nearly every 
inch of the otherwise nearly naked 
stem. 
Dig down a bit, and you will 
find a cluster of irregular-shaped tub- 
ers, resembling very large, long pars- 
nips, five or six to the plant, weigh- 
ing twenty-five or thirty pounds. The 
roots only are eaten. 
When a field 
has been harvested the stems are 
chopped into pieces about four inches 
long, and these are planted. They 
take root at the nodes, or joints, and 
sprouts appear above ground in two or 
three weeks. 
The bitter kind used in 
Brazil (manihot utilissima) requires 
two years to perfect a crop, while the 
sweet variety grown in Florida (mani- 
hot aipi) will make a crop in seven or 
eight montns. 


According to the journal quoted, 
for horses, mules, cows, hogs, etc., 
there is no root that will compare with 
it. 
No stock, however, will be apt to 
eat it at the first trial, but when of- 
fered them two or three times, when 
hungry, before food they like is given, 
they bei^in to relish it, and no further 
trouble is known. 
It should be pulled 
up and thrown to hogs, as they waste 
it if turned on the patch, for it very 
soon spoils, crude, in the open air. 
For other 
animals, it 
should be 
brushed clean and washed well. 
All 
the peeling may be left for the stock, 
but not for human food.

Such IB tho 
fact 
Centurlea ago the suiit àhone on 
the earth, the plants and trees grew, 
fell, and grew again; they were cover- 
ed by geologic deposits, and acted upon 
by great heat and pressure, until In tho 
courso of years and agea these broad 
layers of organic matter were trana- 
formed into coal. Tho coal thus repre- 
iMints the work done by the sunshine 
years ago, and when it is burned the 
Imprisoned solar energy is loosened 
again. 


Our system of power production ^de- 
pends upon this presence of energy. But 
ooal Is a wasteful eourco of energy. 
Even the best engines do not utilize 
over 10 per cent, of tho calculated ener- 
gy of the beat of coai. 
And. beside« 
this, it is an inconvenient thing in 
many w^ays; it has to be mined, freight- 
ed and stored. Can we not find some 
mòre economical way of using the sun'a 
energy ? 


During the last few years the great 
progress In electrical Bciencc has ena- 
bled man to utilize the solar heat In a 
thriftier way. 
During its day's work 
the sun draws up a large amount of 
water from the oceans and damp eartih. 
By the action of ¡its rays plnjit life flour- 
ishes, and plants draw from the ground 
andevaporateintothoair large amounts 
of water. Thus an oak tree of average 
Bize, with seven hundred thousand 
leaves, lifts from the earth into t2ie air 
about one hundred and twent^'^-three 
tons of water during the five months 
it disf)lays Its foliage. This evaporated 
water, sooner or later, falls as rain, 
and by tlie action of gravity begins to 
flow downward. Thus the great rivers 
are fed. Round and round incessantly 
j goes the water lifted by tlie tireless sun 
to fall when deserted by him, and again 
to fall and run seaward as long as 
may exist upon this earth. 


Fiddling I'or a Howling Mob.
